Can the telephone company enter a 


private home without permission to 
remove a telephone? They somehow en- 
tered the home to which I was moving and 
removed the phone after I had moved in 
some furniture. Since I was planning to 
have 
telephone service, 
the 
entire 


operation seems unnecessary anyway. 


The telephone company has no right or 


desire to enter a home unless the owner or 
occupant is present, according to local Bell 
Mgr. Jim Acker. 


"We do not enter a home unless someone 


is there," Acker said. "In fact, we have 
had customers complain because we 
would not install or repair a telephone 
unless someone is home." 


Acker said it is possible that the owner 


or former resident was present when the 
phone was removed, but that they did not 
think to tell you. He said he would be glad 
to investigate your specific case, if you 
wish, but that he doubted that the ser- 
viceman entered your home unless there 
was somebody there. 


"It is to the advantage of both the 


customer and ourselves that we have 
someone present," he noted. "It prevents 
a conflict in the event, something turns up 
missing, and it insures that we get the 
phones where the customer wants them 
when we're installing."

specific instance, call Acker with further 
details at 874-7481 and he will pursue the 
matter. 


Between the proposed Tennessee Colony 


Lake and the proposed cjty of Fort Worth 
lake on Richland and Chambers Creeks, 
which has watershed priority? 


Currently, the Tarrant County Water 


Control and Improvement District No. 1 
holds water rights to the waters on 
Richland Creek below Navarro Mills, 
which include Chambers Creek after their 
confluence. 


Sam Scott, executive assistant to the 


general manager of the Trinity River 
Authority, explains that water rights have 
not been assigned to Tennessee Colony. He 
says the TRA has given the Corps of 
Engineerss assurances that it is the local 
sponsor for the project. 


Once land acquisition for the lake 


begins, Scott says, the TRA will offer to 
sign a permanent water contract with the 
Corps saying it will buy the water in the 
lake. It would then be up to the Texas 
Water Rights Commission to assign water 
rights for the lake. 


Both water groups could build their 


dams and create separate lakes from 
which to sell water. In this case, Tennessee 
Colony Lake would front the Richland 
Lake Dam as preliminary plans say it will 
do to Fairfield Lake and Cedar Creek.

How is our mail postmarked? I had a 


letter that I needed to be postmarked the 
day I mailed it. Our carrier picked it up 
that morning, but the letter wasn't post- 
marked until the next day. Why? 


Mail cancellation procedures these days 


are fairly complicated, but Postmaster 
Wayne Morris said your letter should have 
been cancelled on the day you mailed it 
and that he can't offer any explanation as 
to why it wasn't. 


Briefly, if you mail a letter from your 


home, office or street box, then that letter 
is sorted and cancelled in Dallas, not in 
Corsicana. The only mail now cancelled in 
Corsicana is mail dropped in "Local 
Delivery Only" and the 
"Corsicana 


Postmark Only" slots at the post office. 


The rest of the mail is shipped "raw" — 


that is, unsorted — to the bulk mail center 
in Dallas, where it is sorted and cancelled. 
Even so, Morris said those letters are 
ordinarily cancelled the same day they are 
mailed. Only some type of sorting or 
handling error at the bulk mail center 
could have prevented it from being can- 
celled the day you mailed it, he said. 


"Any mail not dropped in one of those 


two slots is assumed to be out of town mail 
and is sent to the Dallas center," Morris 
said. "It is very unusual for a letter not to 
be postmarked the same day it was 
mailed, but it does occasionally happen." 


To be absolutely certain that a letter is 


postmarked 
the 
same 
day, 
Morris 


suggested that you mail before 6 p.m. and 
drop your mail in one of the two slots 
mentioned. 


In view of the recent upholding of the 


Hatch Act by President Ford, can the 
postmaster of Corsicana, or of any town, 
serve as mayor? 


The Hatch Act basically prohibits 


federal employes from campaigning in or 
becoming involved in a partisan election. 
It does not prohibit federal employes from 
holding public office. 


According to the office of the general 


counsel to the Civil Service Commission in 
Washington, a Postmaster can run for 
public office as a non-partisan — that is, 
without running as either a Democrat or a 
Republican — or he can be appointed to a 
post such as mayor. 


Local elections in this area have 


traditionally been non-partisan, with 
political affiliation playing little or no part 
in the campaigns. 


Therefore, a federal employe who runs 


in a local election here is not in violation of 
the Hatch Act.

Water, garbage rate hike 
passes against lone dissent

Higher water, sewer and 


garbage rates were given final 
approval by the Corsicana City 
Commission over the objections 
of Comm. H. R. Stroube Jr. 


Stroube, on vacation when the 


increases were passed on first 
readings last month, said he 
was dissapointed the com- 
mission had acted on the matter 
so quickly without investigating 
ways to tighten the economic 
belt of the city. 


He said that the increases 


amounted to the same thing as 
imposing new taxes and that 
several members of the com- 
mission had promised not to 
raise taxes. 


Stroube suggested a more 


diligent pursuit of delinquent 
taxes, pointing out that the city 
missed $100,000 in uncollected 
taxes last year, one tenth of the 
money it took in. 


"EVERY DOLLAR we collect 


tvould save the taxpayers that 
much more," Stroube said. 


City Attorney Glenn Stewart 


took issue with Stroube, saying 
that there is quite a bit of work 
currently being done toward 
collecting delinquent taxes. 


When Stroube countered that 


the school district is getting 95 
to 100 per cent collection and 
even received 102 per cent 
collection one year, Stewart 
answered that these figures are 
not 
based 
on 
the 
annual 


collection rates, but include late 
taxes from previous years. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood in- 


terjected 
that 
the 
city's 


collection rate figures to about 
97 per cent including all taxes, 
but agreed with Stroube that 
there is additional money to be 
had through delinquent taxes. 


Stroube then said that the 


garbage hike is "more than a 
tax" in that they are fixed 
prices that people can't combat 
by using less of the service. 


HE REITERATED his claim 


that the city could collect more 
in the way of delinquent taxes 
"if you let them know we're 
going after them." 


R. A. Armistead said that he 


preferred a tax increase to the 
utility increases and that he, 
too, favored collecting as much 
as possible from delinquent 
taxes. But he added that City 
Manager Dick Ballenger "can't 
make 
the 
budget on 
the 


possibility of collecting more 
tax money." 


Gene 
Johnson 
seconded 


Armistead's motion to pass the 
garbage increase and Wayne 
Morris and Mrs. Youngblood 
voted 
with 
them 
against 


Stroube's lone dissenting vote. 


Norris 
agreed 
with 


Armistead's reasoning about 
the "extreme tight deadline" on 
preparing the budget and said 
he, too, favored collecting all 
delinquent taxes. 


Stroube voted against the 


majority on the garbage in- 
crease and abstained on the 
vote for higher water and sewer 
rates. 


Mrs. Youngblood said during 


the water-sewer discussion that 
she felt the increases were 
necessary for the city to "put a 
budget together and meet our 
obligations." 


THE UTILITY increases will 


go into effect with the new city 
budget Oct. 1. 


Residential garbage 
rates 


will increase 75 cents 
per 


residence per month, from $2.50 
to $3.25. 


The minimum water charge 


will be $2.60 per month. From 
1,000 to 5,000 gallons will cost 90 
cents per 1,000 gallons; 5,000 to 
10,000 gallons, 85 cents per 
thousand; 
10,000 
to 
20,000 


gallons, 75 cents per thousand; 
20,000 to 50,000 gallons, 65 cents 
per thousand; 50,000 to 100,000 
gallons, 60 cents per thousand; 
100,000 to 200,000 gallons, 50 
cents per thousand, and all 
water over 200,000 gallons, 40 
cents per thousand.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Soviet Union has bought anoth- 
er 700,000 metric tons of soy- 
beans worth an estimated $175 
million from this year's U.S. 
crop, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment says. 


The sale was announced 


Tuesday, four days after a pre- 
vious Russian purchase of 800,- 
000 tons of soybeans for an esti- 
mated $200 million for delivery 
in 1976-77. 


In a related development, the 


Agriculture Department said 
Tuesday the Soviet Union's 
grain prospects appear greatly 
improved 
over last 
year's 


drought-shriveled harvest 
of 


139.9 
million metric tons, the 


smallest in a decade. 


Russia's grain harvest this 


year should be close to the 190 
million metric tons that the 
USDA tentatively forecast June 
22, a USDA official said. 


A metric ton is 2,205 pounds. 
Three U.S. crop experts have 


just returned from an 18-day 
tour of seven Soviet grain-pro- 
ducing districts, and the USDA 
plans to issue a new analysis 
on Soviet grain Friday. 


The Soviet grain crop planted 


last fall suffered major damage 
during the winter, but there are 
indications the surviving acre- 
age has recovered well in some 
key areas. The balance of So- 
viet grain comes from crops 
planted in the spring. 


Last year's short crop forced 


the Soviet Union to buy foreign 
grain, including 16.5 million 
tons of wheat and corn from 
last year's U.S. harvest. 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa (AP) 


- FBI Director Clarence Kel- 
ley was scheduled to testify to- 
day in the murder trial of two 
American Indian Movement 
members about his agency's in- 
volvement 
in alleged news 


leaks that defense lawyers say 
were designed to link AIM with 
violence. 


Kelley was listed as the first 


witness of the day in the U.S. 
District Court trial of two Ore- 
gon men accused of killing two 
FBI agents. 


Robert Robideau, 29, of Port- 


land, and Darelle Butler, 34, of 
Rogue River, are charged with 
killing agents Jack Coler and 
Ronald Williams, both 28, on 
June 26, 1975. The agents were 
on the Pine Ridge Indian Res- 
ervation near Oglala, S.D., at 
the time to serve arrest war- 
rants. The FBI has claimed the 
agents were ambushed. 


Kelley was subpoenaed to ap- 


pear in court Tuesday, but he 
did not show up. Judge Edward 
J. McManus ordered the FBI 
director to be on hand today to 
explain why he should not be 


held in contempt of court. 


Also named in subpoenas 


were Sen. Frank Church, D- 
Idaho; Rep. Otis Pike, D-N.Y.; 
and FBI Public Information Of- 
ficer Thomas Coll. They were 
ordered 
to bring whatever 


documents they possess which 
relate to the defendants or to 
AIM. 
There was no indication 


whether they would comply 
with the subpoenas. 
. 


Church and Pike were in- 


volved in congressional investi- 
gations into FBI operations. 


Defense 
attorneys juggled 


their schedule 
of 
witnesses 


Tuesday because of Kelley's 
absence. William Kunstler said 
he and other defense lawyers 
were "all ready" for Kelley. 


Kunstler said he wanted Kel- 


ley's testimony in an effort to 
show that FBI agents were re- 
sponsible for the atmosphere in 
which the killings took place. 


He said 
Kelley's absence 


forced attorneys to question 
FBI Agent Joseph Trimbach 
first about the agency's activi- 
ties regarding AIM. Trimbach 
was the special agent in charge 


of the Minneapolis FBI division 
when the shootings occurred. 


Under questioning by Kunst- 


ler, Trimbach said the FBI did 
not "target" AIM for surveil- 
lance as a group. But he said 
he did know that an informant 
was planted in AIM. 


Trimbach also said he did not 


know of any counterintelligence 
program and said there were 
no counterintelligence agents in 
the Minneapolis division while 
he was there. The FBI agent 
said he did not believe there 
was an FBI section dealing 


with 
American 
Indian 
ex- 


tremist groups. 


Also in town Tuesday were 


comedian-activist Dick Gregory 
and actor Marlon Brando, who 
has been a supporter of Ameri- 
can Indian causes in recent 
years. Neither attended the 
proceedings.

David V. Blackwell, chief pa- 


trol agent for the El Paso sec- 
tor, said Tuesday's Supreme 
Court ruling allowing the stops 
at permanent checkpoints on 
major roads leading from Mex- 
ico parallels the 
guidelines 


from the 5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals under which agents 


in Texas have been operating. 


"The ruling doesn't change 


our procedures but it does give 
guidance nationwide," Black- 
well said. 


"If the decision had gone the 


other way, it would have had 
disastrous effects on our efforts 
to control immigration," 
he 


said. 


In a 7-2 decision, the court 


said the practice does not vio- 
late the Fourth Amendment 
guarantee against unreasonable 
searches and seizures. 


In a sharp dissent, Justices 


William Brennan and Thurgood 


Marshall said the majority de- 
cision will subject Mexican- 
Americans and Mexican aliens 
who are legally visiting this 
country to unreasonable harass- 
ment. 


Writing for the majority, Jus- 


tice Lewis Powell said, "We 
hold that stops for brief ques- 
tioning routinely conducted at 
permanent checkpoints are con- 
sistent with the Fourth Amend- 
ment and need not be author- 
ized by a warrant." 


The government's interest in 


halting the flow of illegal aliens 
justifies the "quite limited" in- 


trusion on a motorist's right to 
uninterrupted passage, Powell 
said. 


The case primarily involved 


the Border Patrol's checkpoint 
on Interstate 5 near San Cle- 
mente, Calif., about 66 miles 
north of the Mexican border. 
Interstate 5 is the principal 
highway between San Diego 
and Los Angeles. 


"Even if it be assumed that 


such referrals are made largely 
on the basis of apparent Mexi- 
can ancestry," Powell wrote, 
"we perceive no constitutional 
violation. 


Tom Ball, head of the border 


partrol for the McAllen, Tex., 
sector, said the ruling will not 
cause any changes in check- 
points at Saritas and Fal- 
furrias. 


The majority stressed that 


their ruling applies only to the 
stop-and-question procedures at 
permanent checkpoints. 


The justices noted they have 


ruled in earlier cases that rov- 
ing patrols of border police 
may not stop and question mo- 
torists unless they have a rea- 
sonable suspicion the car con- 
tains illegal aliens. 


The court also has ruled that 


agents may not search cars 
even at permanent checkpoints 
unless the motorist consents or 
unless the agent has probable 
cause to believe a crime is 
being committed.

The Border Patrol had oper- 


ated such a checkpoint about 40 
miles north of San Diego until a 
federal appeals court closed it 
in March 1975. 


"We're just elated over this,"

Until March 1975, the Border 


Patrol stopped vehicles on In- 
terstate 5 near the San Onofre 
nuclear power plant to question 
drivers and search certain ve- 
hicles. But the 9th U.S. Court of 
Appeals then ruled that the 
blanket search warrants being 
issued to authorize the check- 
point were unconstitutional. 


Mexican-Americans 
have 


complained bitterly about the 
checkpoint, saying that they 
are singled out and searched 
because of their race. 


San Diego attorney 
John 


Cleary 
said 
he 
was dis- 


appointed with the court's deci- 
sion. Cleary defended Amado 
Martinez-Fuetre, whose case 
was the vehicle for the court's 
ruling. 


Martinez was arrested at the 


checkpoint in June 1974 after 
two illegal aliens were found in 
his car. 


"The ruling permits great po- 


tential for abuse by Border Pa- 
trol officers, as encountered in 
the past," said Cleary. 


Gerhardt said the checkpoint 


would remain closed until final 
approval was sent from the 
Border Patrol's general counsel 
in Washington D.C. and U.S. 
Atty. Terry Knoepp in San 
Diego. 


Knoepp is alread on record in 


support of the traffic searches. 


"With the checkpoint in oper- 


ation, the smugglers have to 
set up more drop houses, which 
are risky and more exposed.

worse off financially than they 
would have been after separa- 
tions under other divorce plans, 
according to a new study. 


According to a report to 


President Ford by the National 
Commission on the Observance 
of International Women's Year, 
the reason is that most states 
have balked at putting a price- 
tag on the economic contribu- 
tion of the person who has kept 
house and raised the children. 


In contrast to skills developed 


during the marriage by the 
partner who worked outside the 
home, the homemaker's contri- 
butions are credited with little 
cash value. 


"One 1972 nationwide study of 


133 couples divorced since 1988 
showed that after alimony and 
child support payments are 
made, the economic status of 
former 
husbands 
improves 


while that of former wives 
deteriorates," said former Rep. 
Martha Griffiths, who headed a 
homemaker committee for the 
commission. 


The commission recommend- 


ed to Ford that economic value 
of homemakers be considered 
in divorce laws and in laws 
such as those governing Social 
Security and disability pay- 
ments.

Gus Nelson has worked with 


school students from around the 
world, but he marvels at their 
similarities more than their 
differences. 


Nelson, 37, began work here 


Thursday as the new principal 
at 
Corsicana High School. 


Before that while he was 
assistant principal at Dickinson 
High School, he toured as 
Assistant Conductor and Tour 
manager for the U.S. Infor- 
mation Agency's student or- 
chestra. 


In that capacity, he saw and 


worked with youth from the 
United States and from all parts 
of the globe. His travels have 
taken 
him 
to 
Instanbul, 


Moscow, Lenningrad, Peru, and 
a number of other European 
and Iron Curtain cities and. 
countries. 


"My travels have taught me 


two things," Nelson said in an 
interview 
Thursday. 


"Foremost, it has given me a 
true and greater appreciation 
for the United States. But it has 
also shown me that kids are 
kids, wherever they live. With 
the exception of the Soviet 
Union, where the youth were 
noticeably different, I found 
that kids around the world have 
similar 
problems, 
similar 


growing pains." 


NELSON 
SPOKE 
en- 


thusiastically 
of the 
tours, 


noting that the American youths 
who made those tours also 
returned with a broader ap- 
preciation for their home land. 


Nelson will bring his ex- 


perience into play as school 
opens next month, after CHS 
spent a shaky spring plagued 
with racial unrest and scrappy 
fights. 


School Supt. Mark Culwell, in 


recommending 
Nelson 
as 


principal, told school trustees 
that Nelson was a strong 
disciplinarian, and a reputation 
for being fair to all students 


"I'm not really dogmatic," 


Nelson 
said, 
"but 
I 
am 


authoritarian. I was a band 
director, and I had classes with 
175 students enrolled. In a 
situation like that, there has to 
be discipline to get anything 
done." 


Nelson wholeheartedly en- 


dorsed the idea that rules are 
rules, applicable to all.

makes the policy, and those are 
the rules to be followed while in 
school," he said. "Realistically, 
no one policy is going to work 
everytime with every student. 
That's hard to understand, but 
it's true. Even so, equal en- 
forcement of all policies is 
necessary. When we have the 
rules, we all need to follow 
them." 


Nelson said he encourages 


both student and community 
input, calling communication 
breakdowns 
"the 
biggest 


problem in any school district." 


"I try and deal with each 


student as an individual," he 
explained. "And that's a good 
attitude for everyone in the 
community to take as well. I try 
to get involved with the students 
and their problems and see if we 
can't eliminate some of them 
before they get worse. We've 
got to lead them, but we do like 
to get their input." 


Nelson said he expects his 


faculty as well as his students to 
follow stated policies. 


"IF WE'RE EXPECTING 


students, for example, to arrive 
on time in the mornings, then 
we should also expect the 
teachers 
to abide by the 


policy," he said. "The faculty 
members 
are 
professional 


people, and I will deal with 
them as such." 


Nelson said he was a strong 


believer in phased programs, 
which provide different levels of 
work for students who learn at 
different 
rates. 
Corsicana 


schools presently have phased 
courses. 


"We're all different," Nelson

noted, "and the phasing of 
courses allows us to provide for 
that. One problem, however, is 
that often we don't challenge 
the basic students enough, and 


it insults their intelligence. 
Often we find ourselves ex- 
pecting less from them than 
from other students, and the 
kids sense that." 


Nelson 
speaks 
en- 


thusiastically about a program 
recently instigated at Dickinson 
High, where basic mathematics 
was taught on a self-paced 
schedule. 


"WE HAD EVIDENCE that 


the new system 
increased 


slightly what the kids were 
learning," he said, "but more 
importantly, we noted a com- 
plete 
turn-around 
in 
the 


students attitude toward the 
course and toward themselves 
and what they could do." 


He also spoke highly of 


Corsicana, noting a feeling of 
community spirit and pride not 
so readily apparent in so-called 
bedroom communities. 


"Corsicana is ahead of many 


school districts in the state in 
the range and quality of their 
vocational programs," he said. 
"I have a lot of faith in these 
programs, and I don't think 
they should be limited to boys." 


About changes he forsees in 


school operations, Nelson was 
less specific saying he is 
keeping an open mind. 


"I talked to a lot of people 


about Corsicana," he continued,

derogatory remark. I'm sure 
there are some things tha can 
be improved, but some great 
things have happened without 
me here, and I'd like to build on 
these as my first priority."

Gty agrees to pick charter 
amendments for January vote 


Hospital | Electric co-op fails try

City Editor 


The Corsicana City Com- 


mission is looking toward a 
January election to see if voters 
want to amend the city charter. 
But the amendments to be voted 
on will not be picked until the 
next commission meeting. 


During a Tuesday afternoon 


session, the commission in- 
structed City Attorney Glenn 
Stewart to finalize the 12 
amendments 
he has been 


working on and present them at 
the next commission meeting, 
July 20. 


Among 
those 
proposed 


amendments 
will 
be 
a 


proposition on single-member 
representation on the com- 
mission. Commissioners were 
in agreement that voters should 
be able to have a say on the at- 
place representation as soon as 
possible. The plan Stewart has 
been working on provides for 
six commissioners from dif- 
ferent parts of town being voted 
upon by all the electorate. 


Stewart told the commission 


that a general proposition not 
specifying where the districts 
are had little chance of gaining 
the necessary approval of the 
U.S. Attorney General. 


BUT THE commission agreed 


with Jack Russell, who chaired 
last year's Charter -"-Review 
Committee, who said {hat the 
city could vote on the number of 
representatives 
with 
the 


amendment 
including 
a 


provision allowing the city to 
draw precinct boundaries to 
divide the population equally. 


Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood 


presented a non-agenda item to 
the commission just prior to 
1 


adjournment. She asked City 
Manager Dick Ballenger to 
provide a resolution at the next 
meeting expressing the city's 
opposition to the proposed end 
to the sales tax on utility bills. 


Mrs. Youngblood said that a 


"hurried, conservative check" 
of city revenue shows Corsicana 
would lose about $50,000 if 
House Speaker BUI Clayton's 
proposal were enacted into law. 


In other action, the com- 


mission decided to seU the No. 2 
Fire Station at a pubUc auction, 
maintaining the right to reject 
any bids. 


In a letter to the commission, 


professional appraiser Neilan 
French said the bottom-line 
figure the city should accept 
would be $5,000. 
. At Ballanger's suggestion, the 
commission agreed 
to the 


auction and also agreed to put 
the $1,837 it received in in- 
surance money when a car hit 
the building into the city's 
general fund. 


The city received two bids for 


janitorial services at city hall, 
but Ballenger asked that no 


action be taken on the matter. 
He said that he asked for the 
bids only to see if the city could 
save money by contracting for 
that service. 


Bobby L. Carter, 301 N. 37th, 


bid $825 a month for the services 
and Verne Day, 2601W. 4th, bid 
$850. Ballenger said it currently 
costs the city about $1,000 
monthly in salaries for the city 
to clean the city haU. 


Jack Russell, who serves as 


the city's grant coordinator,

The resolution was a formal 


agreement that the city would 
abide by current housing laws 
whUe the amendment would 
provide more money for certain 
areas. 


RusseU said HUD officials 


have suggested the city allow 
more money for rent subsidy 
programs this year and expand 
its third year program to in- 
clude more help for sub- 
standard homes and more 
housing for the elderly. 


In other action, the com- 


mission approved two zoning 
changes allowing for mobUe 
homes. Edith Cates was ap- 
proved for a mobile home at 506 
S. 30th. Troy 0. Coker was 
approved for a mobUe home at 
812 S. 14th. 


Bank deposits up 
over last year's 


Deposits in all nine Navarro 


County banks are up over this 
time last year, though four 
banks show lower deposits than 
they registered for the first 
quarter of 1976. 


Bank loans were up in all but 


two banks over this time last 
year and all banks showed loan 
increases over the first quarter. 


The nine banks showed total 


deposits of $114,303,574 at the 
end of this year's second 
quarter, compared to a total of 
$108,144,253 last year. 


The loans as of Wednesday 


totalled $66,723,272, up from 
$61,019,934.

a stolen pickup truck through 
the front door of the store. 


The explosion splashed flam- 


ing gasoline in aU directions, 
engulfing the store in flames. It 
was leveled almost before fire- 
men could react. 


The bombing was the third 


and most devastating assault 
on a Brookshire store in less 
than a month, triggering wide- 
spread alarm among the 50 fa- 
cilities of the Tyler-based food 
company. 


Competitive sabotage? A pri- 


vate vendetta by a disgruntled 
employe? A shoplifter, angered 
by his apprehension? 


"It could be anything," said 


Charles Cooper, security chief 
of the grocery chain. Puffing on 
a cigarette in his Tyler office, 
Cooper told a visitor recently: 


"At this point it's definitely 


stUl a mystery. We have no 
educated speculation. Federal 
agents say it's surprising that 
we haven't had a letter bragg- 
ing about the incident. 


"We thought there might 


even be an extortion attempt. 
But nothing. We can find no 
reason whatsoever behind the 
incident." 


Even as Treasury 
agents 


from the Bureau of Alcohol, To- 
bacco and Firearms launched a 
full-scale probe, company offi- 
cials stationed guards at their 
Texas stores. 


An apparent failure to turn 


up clues and leads prompted 
the company in mid-June to of- 
fer an $8,000 reward for infor- 
mation leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the bomber. 


"We feel like the reward is 


capable of producing some- 
thing, but it hasn't yet." Cooper 


sighed. "The Treasury people 
do have some leads they're 
pursuing." 


Last August, fire heavily 


damaged the Brookshire store 
in TerreU, but fire officials at- 
tributed the blaze to "an arc in 
an electrical conduit." 


Last April 15, a bomb ripped 


a 3%-foot gash in a waU at the 
Wills Point store. On May 9, a 
bomb was tossed on the roof of 
the reopened Terrell store, 
causing minor damage. 


And then at 5:38 a.m. May 12 


the Wills Point bombing oc- 
curred. 


The late model pickup used 


in the latter incident had been 
stolen the previous night from 
Dresser Industries in Tyler. 
With the gasoline drums se- 
cured, the vehicle was aimed at 
the building, placed in gear and 
sent 
crashing 
through the 


doors. 


The timing device adds a 


serious element to the case, 
said Wills Point Police Chief 
Carter Hendley, who believes 
the bomber was a hired profes- 
sional. 
"If someone had seen the 


pickup crash into the store and 
run to check on the driver, he 
would have been kUled," Hen- 
dley said. "It could have been 
a kid, or anybody." 


The 
bombing, 
he 
said, 


stunned this smaU East Texas 
town of 3,000. 


"We never had anything like 


this before," he said. 


A bigger and better replace- 


ment Brookshire store is in the 
works. 


But stUl whispered through 


this foggy mystery is the ques- 
tion: will it happen again?
